Sec. 1. RCWH51.16.105 and 1994 ¢ 164 s 26 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) Al departnent expenses relating to industrial safety and
health services of the departnment pertaining to workers' conpensation
shall be paid by the departnent and financed by premunms and by
assessnments collected froma self-insurer as provided inthis title.

(2) The departnent shall include in all rate notices sent to state
fund and self-insured enployers an accounting that clearly identifies
all prograns and_services that are financed in whole or in_ part_ Dby
state fund premiuns or self-insurers' adm nistrative assessnents.
